Regulations  for  the  Docking  or  Mooring  of 
All  Vessels  Arriving  at  British  Columbia 
Ports  From  Plague-Infected  Ports. 
(Approved  by  Order  of  II  is  Honour  the 
Administrator-in-C ouncil,  dated  8th  April,  1908). 

1.  All  vessels  arriving  at  British  Columbia  ports 
from  ports  infected  or  suspected  of  being  infected 
with  Bubonic  Plague  shall  conform  to  the  following 
regulations : — 

(a.)  Vessels  shall  be  moored  or  docked  at  a 
distance  not  less  tlian  six  feet  from  wharf  or 
land : 

( b. ) Ropes  or  chains  connecting  a vessel 
with  wharf  or  land  shall  be  protected  by 
funnels  of  size  and  shape  satisfactory  to  Local 
and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  : 

(c.)  All  gangways  shall  be  lifted  when  not 
in  use.  Gangways  when  in  use  shall  be 
guarded  against  the  exit  of  rats  by  a person 
specially  detailed  for  this  purpose : 

(d. ) All  vessels  changing  route  to  solely 
British  Columbia  ports  shall  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  disinfection  and  extermination  of 
vermin  to  Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

2.  Every  owner,  agent,  or  captain  of  any  vessel, 
and  every  other  person  violating  or  instructing, 
authorising,  ordering,  permitting,  or  otherwise 
suffering  any  person  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing 
regulations  shall  be  liable,  upon  summary  convic- 
tion before  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  every 
such  offence  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  with  or  without  costs,  or  to  imprisonment, 
with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a term  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment 
in  the  discretion  of  the  convicting  magistrates.

means  of  a fish  trap,  who  acts  as  boat-puller  of  a 
person  so  engaged,  or  who  in  any  way  assists  in 
operating  a fish  trap. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the 
Province  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts, 
namely : — 


(a.)  The  Fraser  River  District,  described  as 
follows : — Commencing  at  a point  in  the  49th 
parallel  due  south  of  the  most  westerly  point  in 
the  bridge  across  the  Fraser  River,  at  the  City  of 
New  Westminster;  thence  north  in  a straight  line 
through  said  most  westerly  point  in  said  bridge  to 
the  50th  parallel;  thence  west  along  the  50th 
parallel  to  the  124tli  meridian;  thence  south  along 
the  124(h  meridian  to  a point  in  said  meridian  due 
west  of  the  most  southerly  point  in  Sidney  Island; 
thence  west  in  a straight  line  through  said  most 
southerly  point  in  Sidney  Island,  to  the  Interna- 
tional Boundary  Line  in  Haro  Strait ; thence 
northerly,  following  said  International  Boundary 
Lino  to  the  49th  parallel ; thence  east  along  the 
49tli  parallel  to  the  point  of  commencement : 

(b.)  The  Coast  District,  described  as  follows: — - 
All  that  part  of  the  Province  lying  west  of  the 
east  boundary  of  the  Fraser  River  District  pro- 
duced north  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  Province 
and  produced  south  to  the  4Sth  parallel  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Fraser  River  District : 

(c.)  The  Langley  District,  described  as  follows: 
The  bed  and  waters  of  the  Fraser  River  between 
the  east  boundary  of  the  Fraser  River  District  and 
the  south-west  side  of  the  railway  bridge  across 
the  Fraser  River,  at  Mission  : 

(d.)  The  Inland  District,  described  as  follows: 
All  of  the  Province  not  included  in  the  Fraser 
River,  Coast  and  Langley  Districts. 

3.  No  person  shall  take  salmon  of  any  kind  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  Province,  unless  author- 
ised so  to  do  by  a licence  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  these  regulations. 

4.  A licence  to  take  salmon  for  one  year,  from 
the  1st  day  of  January  until  the  31st  day  of 
December,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries,  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents. 

5.  Such  a licence  shall  authorise  the  licensee  to 

take  sockeye  salmon  in  the  Fnaser  River  and 
Langley  Districts,  between  the  9tli  day  of  July 
and  the  25th  day  of  August,  and  in  the  Coast 
District  between  the  1st  day  of  June  and  the  31st 
day  of  December ; to  take  other  kinds  of  salmon 
in  the  Fraser  River  and  Langley  Districts  between 
t he  1st  day  of  J anuary  and  the  25th  day  of  August 
and  between  the  15th  day  of  September  and  the 
31st  day  of  December,  and  in  the  Coast  District 
between  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  31st  day 
of  December:  Provided,  however,  that  such 

licence  shall  not  authorise  the  taking'  of  salmon  in 
the  Inland  District  and  shall  not  authorise  the 
taking  of  salmon  in  the  Fraser  River  District  be- 
tween 0 a.m.  of  every  Saturday  and  6 p.m.  of  the 
following  Sunday  ; in  the  Langley  District  between 
6 a.m.  of  every  Saturday  and  6 p.m.  of  the  follow- 
ing Monday;  and  in  the  Coast  District  within  the 
hours  prohibited  by  the  Dominion  Fishery  Regu- 
lations. 

6.  A licence  issued  under  these  regulations  shall 
be  in  the  form  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed from  time  to  time  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries. 

7.  Any  person  who  shall  take  salmon  without  a 
licence  issued  under  these  regulations,  or  who  shall 
take  salmon  at  a time  not  authorised  by  a licence 
issued  under  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  these  regulations  and  the 
“ British  Columbia  Fisheries  Act,  1901,”  and 
amending  Acts.

ppIIE  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 

I the  6th  March,  1908.  that  application  has 
been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  by 
Mr.  George  II.  Turner,  of  Mission  City,  B.  C.,  for 
permission  to  purchase  the  west  half  of  Section  1, 
the  whole  of  Sections  2 and  3,  and  the  south  half 
of  Section  4,  in  Township  4,  Range  4.  west  of  the 
7th  Meridian,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  brick  and  other 
products  of  clay. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  an  inspection 
of  the  lands  applied  for  has  been  made  by  the 
Crown  Timber  Agent  of  New  Westminster,  who 
reports  that  they  contain  very  little  merchantable 
timber ; that  such  timber  as  there  is  on  the  land 
is  not  more  than  would  be  required  to  carry  on 
the  business  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish ; 
and  that  while  the  lands  in  question  have  been 
frequently  examined  by  timber  cruisers  no  appli- 
cations have  been  made  for  licences  to  cut  timber 
thereon.  It  would  appear  also  that  the  lands  in 
question  are  precipitous,  and  therefore  of  little 
value  for  agricultural  purposes ; 

That  the  tract  for  which  Mr.  Turner  has  made 
application  is  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory,  but 
as  he  prepared  to  establish  an  industry  of  some 
magnitude  on  lands  which  would  otherwise  seem 
to  be  of  little  value,  it  would  appear  to  be  in  the 
public  interest  to  favourably  consider  his  applica- 
tion. 

The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that  he  be

land  be  disposed  of  to  the  said  applicant  for  the 
purpose  mentioned,  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  an  acre, 
upon  his  complying  with  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  he  shall  erect  upon  the  property  a plant 
of  a capacity  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  bricks  per 
week ; 

2.  That  such  plant  shall  be  in  operation,  and 
shall  have  actually  produced  not  less  than  one 
million  bricks,  within  three  years  from  the  date 
upon  which  the  sale  may  be  authorised; 

3.  That  until  the  above  conditions  have  been 
complied  with  and  patent  for  the  lands  in  question 
issued,  he  shall  pay  to  the  Crown  the  cost  whi  :'i 
may  be  incurred  in  properly  guarding  tne  mer 
chant  able  timber  in  the  vicinity  from  fire  which 
may  result  from  his  operations : 

4.  That  failure  on  the  part  of  the  applicant  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  followed  by  cancellation  of  the 
reservation  and  sale,  and  the  forfeiture  to  the 
Crown  of  the  amounts  which  may  have  been  paid; 

5.  That  the  reservation  and  sale  shall  be  subject 
to  the  rights  of  the  Provincial  Government  of 
British  Columbia  in  respect  of  the  minerals  which 
may  be  found  to  exist  on  or  under  the  land ; 


6.  That  as  soon  as  satisfactory  evidence  is  fur- 
nished to  show  that  the  conditions  herein  con- 
tained have  been  fully  complied  with,  the  purchase 
price  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  an  acre  paid,  and  the 
land  surveyed,  a patent  be  issued  in  favour  of  the 
applicant  for  the  lands  in  question,  reserving  there- 
out and  therefrom  the  mines  and  minerals  and  also 
the  coal  which  may  be  found  to  exist  on  or  under 
such  land. 

The  Minister  observes  that  Mr.  Turner  has  also 
submitted  an  application  for  permission  to  acquire 
the  fractional  south-west  quarter  of  Section  2, 
Township  7,  Range  26,  west  of  the  6th  Meridian, 
containing  an  area  of  144.75  acres,  more  or  less, 
upon  which  to  erect  a glazing  plant  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture  of  the  clay  products  from 
the  lands  above  described.  The  Agent  of  Domin- 
ion Lands  at  New  Westminster  reports  that  no 
applications  have  been  made  for  permission  to 
acquire  this  land  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
that  he  is  not  aware  of  any  objection  to  its  being 
disposed  of  for  the  purpose  which  the  applicant 
has  in  view.

thereon  and  the  actual  operation  within  a period 
of  three  years  from  the  date  upon  which  the  sale 
may  be  authorised,  of  a glazing  plant  of  a capacity 
and  design  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  and  subject 
also  to  his  having  complied  in  every  respect  with 
the  conditions  and  requirements  above  set  out  in 
connection  with  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  manu- 
facture of  brick  and  other  clay  products ; the 
patent  for  the  land  to  be  issued  as  soon  as  satis- 
factory evidence  is  furnished  to  show  that  all  the 
conditions  above  set  out  have  been  fully  complied 
with.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America 
Act,  18G7,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, 
— shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  loca- 
tion of  the  work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicants,  such  notice  to  be  published  as 
follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  near- 
est District  in  which  a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case 
for  a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the 
interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
Petition,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House,  to  be  filed  amongst  the  re- 
cords of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall 
be  received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten 
days  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill 
be  presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule  shall 
be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the  same  has 
been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a 
previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Pri- 
vate Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the 
House.  And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  Petition 
has  been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees 
required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the  House 
shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person  seek- 
ing to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of 
such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  the  notices  pub- 
lished. At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the 
applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
house  a sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a 
copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices  shall  not 
have  been  so  deposited  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition 
has  not  been  presented  within  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hudured  dollars.  If  the 
Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of 
the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
Toll  Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  per- 


son or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such 
Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  in- 
tend to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  iaftsand 
vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether  they  in- 
tend to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not,  and  the 

dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorpora- 
tion shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorpoiate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relat- 
ing to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be  established 
for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle, 
or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as 
to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de- 
parted from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  re-cast  by 
the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems, 
on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each 
page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVa 
inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal  number 
every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the  numbering  of 
the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but 
the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered 
separately.  Two  hundrel  copies  of  each  Bill 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend- 
ments are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such"  Bill  shall  be  reprinted 
by  the  promoters  thereof. 

' By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  5S),  a model 
form  of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be 
drawn  in  accordance  witli  the  Model  Bill.
